Local Elections. 

One of: the earliest tasks which will 
coníront the new Parliament will be the 
passing of a Local Government Act. The 
local government of the Free State stands 
in need of drastic overhauling. Since the 
rebellion of 1916 the various local boards 
have been in a condition of administrative 
and between 1919 and the 
signing of the Downing street Treaty many 
of them were in such constant conflict 
with the British authorities that their 
affairs were reduced to a hopeless tangle. 
To-day the local councils throughout the 


confusion ; 


country not only are unrepresentative 
of the popular will, but are far too un- 
wieldy and, in a number of cases, utterly 
inefficient. The Dublin Corporation pro- 
vides the classic. example, It contains all 
three faults, and seems to lack the most 
elementary sense of civic responsibility 
into the bargain. The new Loca} Govern- 
ment Bill, we gather, proposes to re- 


it will reduce their size, and thus 
stimulate greater efficiency, and, at the 
same time, it wil] deal in a summary 
fashion ‘with those bodies which fail in 
their duty to the public. The local 
government elections are scheduled to take 
place early in November; therefore, the 
Dai will not have much time for the 
discussion of the Bill. Delay, however, 
would be dangerous, znd it is essential 
that no elections shall be held until the 
Act is the law of the Jand. 

In the meanwhile, the political parties, 
fresh from their tussle at the general 
election last month, are preparing for 
another trial of strength at the local 
polis. The Republican Party has been 
very busy throughout the country during 
the last few weeks, and Sinn Fein clubs 
are being re-organised almost in every 
parish of the twenty-six counties. In 
answer to this challenge, apparently, the 
Cumann na nGaedheal, or Government 
Party, is following suit, and there seems 
to be a grave danger that the forthcoming 
elections will resolve themselves into 
another struggle between “ Free Staters ”’ 
and “Republicans.” We hope sincerely 
that this peril will be averted. Local 
elections ought to have no connec- | 
tion of any kind with “high politics”: 
the time for that sort of thing is 
over-past. The local boards in the Free 
State exist, not for the discussion of 
political problems, but for the efficient 
administration of boroughs and urban dis-' 
The country needs lower rates, 


better roads, more comfortable houses 
and generally a more practical and 


affairs. The only criterion of a man’s 
fitness to sit on a public beard ought 
to be his personal probity, his educa- 
tion, arid hie general experience in busi- 
ness matters, , 

We hope earnestly that the Free State, 
Government twill not encourage the

and “The Wreck of the Hesperus” 
survive in children’s “readers”; but 
an age whose taste in verse varies between 
the realistic and the metaphysical 
neglects most of the Victorians who 
flourished before Browning. -Even Tenny- 
son seems to be slighted by the superior 
persons who pretend to understand the 
Sitwells ; and Longfellow, at his best, was 
a feebler Tennyson—‘'as moonshine unto 
sunshine and as water unto wine.’ Yet 
we suspect sometimes that these superior 
persons take too much for granted. It is 
possible that the taste of the mass of the 
educated public is not represented, after 


1 all, by the slim volumes of vers Wbre which 


are hailed with monotonous enthusiasm 
by the weckly reviewers.. Thousands of 
cultivated people in Ireland, we venture 
to think, know their Longfellow and will 
be stirred to pleasant memories by the 
news that the inn at Sudbury has been. 
restued from oblivion. Within its walls, 


in. the presence of a sedate host who’ 


was often startled by their levity, the 
poet's company of travellers told the 
“Tales of a Wayside Inn” after the 
manner of Chaucer's more famous 
pilgrims. Longfellow may have been 
parsonical or ‘merely pretty in his more 
reflective poems, but he could tell a story 
in verse with a vigour little short of 
Macaulay's, and he had the legendary 
lore of all lands at his fingers’ ends. Has 
anybody forgotten the thrill which came 
from fhe first reading of “The Midnight 
Ride of Paul Revere’? No realism of 
the “pictures” ever will make a boy’s 
heart beat so quickly. For many a 


dreaming lad the story of Sir Frederigo 


and his falcon was the first introduction 
to the garden of Boccaccio. The dark 
passions of Spanish history were revealed 
in the grim story of the hidalgo, and the 
beaufy of medieval faith in the tale of 
Robert of Sicily. Unforgettable, too, is 
the Norse saga of Olaf with its fierce 


battles, its broad humour and the names. 


that are. little poems in themselves: 
Longfellow, like Milton and Scott, knew 
the glamour of names. The “Tales of a 
Wayside Inn” opened a door upon the 
whole region of romance and sent the 
“long, long thoughts” 
errands. of high adventure through the 
cormidors of time.

In his five years of judicial work John B. 
Powell deported himself quite ideally. He 
won the esteem and affection of all practi- 
tioners by his unassuming way, his courtesy, 
his patience, his manifest anxiety to help—end 
not to hinder—young practitioners when in 
ia difficulty,. his unswerving loyalty to the 
mem of the days when he was a beginner 

imself. No man suffered less than he from 
a desire to “show off” or get into the lime- 
light. He was patient, gentle, considerate, 
and yet, when needs be, firm and unyielding 
as the figure of Justice itself. 

He was always a hard worker. Out of the 
thoroughness of his methods sprang the only 
fault to which captious critics could point. 
His written judgments were often very long. 
That was because he went to the very dregs 
of every case—put more labour and research 
into it usually tham the counsel arguing it. 
This left it difficult for him—being so full of 
his subject—to confine his views on law and 
facts within a small compass. Each of those 
long judgments of his has proved invaluable 
as a compendium rhe greene law, and many 
a student ble the judge for his over- 
conscientiousness ow sound his decisions 
were has been proved by the rarity with 
which they were reversed on appeal; and 
recently the judges in the House of Lords 
paid him 4 very notable compliment. 

In the old days, when a barrister at -Nisi 
Prius, his way with jurors was tactful in the 
extreme. Possessing a manner and an accent 
that were ever “ kindly Irish of the Irish,’ he 
got on conversational terms immediately with 
is “twelve men in the box “” and talked out 
the case as man to man. His cross-examina- 
tions, too, were invariably well-graded, logical 
and searching. He came artistically to his 
point—never a preliminary flourish without 


ithe piece proper, never a “ ridiculus mus”' 


creeping limply out of a mountain in labour. 
He was never grandiloquent, never strained. 
In his extreme carefulness he frequently wrote 
out special passages in his speeches and spoke 
them from memory. 

He had also a quiet, incisive—but ever 
kindly—sense of humour. The sweeping-brush 
methods of the first President of his Court 
often EN SEAN him smilingly to ask some 
counsel craving an indulgence, ““What would 
have happened if you said that to the Vice- 
Chancellor?” And when a King’s Counsel, 
struggling with his case, once said, “Let us 
take it in steps,” he good-humouredly re- 
minded him how ill-omened a phrase that was 
in that Court; for Four Courts history has 
it that. when the Vice-Chancellor was similarly 
addressed, his grim retort was: ‘‘ Very well. 
I will take the first step; I refuse the motion 
with costs. You may take the next step, but 
it will have to be to the Court of Appeal.”’ 

Judge Powell’s guiding maxim was, “ My 
business is to help the Bar in getting their 
business in this Court done,’’ and he lived up to 
that maxim. to the letter. He was ever help- 
ing, never hindering. when the end was the 
triumph of equity and justice. In the present 
juncture the loss of such a judge is greatly to 

deplored.

DR. FRANCIS ELLISON, 


The Colonial Office announce the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Francis O’Brien Ellison. M.D., 
T.C.D., as Professor of Physiology and Regis- 
trar in the Gpvernment Medical College, 
Colombo, Ceylon.

HELPED THE AMBASSADORS. 
GENEVA, Monday. 
An important meeting of the Council of the 
League of Nations was held here ‘to-day for

MONROE DOCTRINE AS MODEL. 

A’ number of Committees have been busy 
to-day, The Committee for the Reduction of 
Armaments continued the discussion of the 
draft treaty for mutual assistance, and some 
prcgress was made, There was a. large 
public attendance. 

In the course of the meeting of the Gom- 
mittee which is discussing an amendment to 
Article 10 of the covenant, Senor Alvarez, 
Chile; made.an interesting statement, com- 
paring Article 10 with the Monroe Doctrine, 
which, he said. the United States supported 
with all its might. 

He pointed out that Article 10 did not 
apply to the four conditions which the 
Monroe Doctrine foreshadowed. These in- 
cluded, he said, the voluntary session of 
territory from one State to another, or tem- 
porary occupation as a coercive measure, cr 
reprisals or intervention “oí. one State in the 
internal affairs of another State. Moreover, 
it forbade all these when the aggressive party 
was a non-American State. i a 

Senor Alvarez added that the’ Monroe 
Doctrine offered superior guarantees, because 
all the American States united in the case cf 
viclation of their territory. by a ‘non-A merigan 
State. : 

Furthermore, the United States possessed 
great military power to command respect for 
the Monroe trine, and would be supported 
by all American States. Hence, the Monroe 


Doctrine, ‘though never precisely formulated, - 


nevertheless contributed more effectively to 

the protection of the ‘American Continent 

than Article 10 of the Covenant ever could. 

He, therefore, suggested applying the Monroe 
rine in some way or other. 


An interesting -discussion followed on the‘ 


subject, which will be continued at the next 
meeting. 

WHEN FORCE MUST BE USED. 

The Sub-Committee submi 
which formed the subject of discussion to-day 
to the following effect:—The Council shall 
recommend the application -of military 
measures in consequence of aggréssion or 
danger, or threat of aggression, though taking 
into account the geographical situation and 
the special circumstances of each State. The 
opinion of the Council shall be regarded as of 
the utmost weight, which all members of the 
League shall take into consideration in the 
sincere desire to execute their engagements 
in all good faith. It is, however, the function 
of the constitutional organs of each member 
to decide whether the circumstances give rise 
to the obligations of preserving the inde- 
pendence and integrity of. territory of its 
membérs, and in w

The trip north was taken in a three-seater 
machine of the same type, with a covered 
cabin, for which I was grateful, when sail 
began io fall, and the gale began to. blow. 
It was piloted by Captain Hope, who had 
a distinguished careerin the Royal Air Force, 
and did a lot of flying in India.

NO COMFORT FOUND IN M. 


POINCARE’S SPEECH. 


BERLIN, Monday. 

The organ of Herr Stinnes, the Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, remarks that M. Poin- 
eare’s two speeches ‘vesterday are scarcely 
calculated to improve the prospects of a direct 
Franeo-German conference. 

This view is shared by virtually the entire 
German Press, which also regards the speeches 
as directed against England as~ much as 
against Germany. 

The Zett, <vhich is generally regarded as 
Dr. Stresemann’s mouthpiece, remarks that 
the French. Premier's words might almost 
create the impression that M. Poincare is 
getting ready for a diplomatic battle with 
Mr. Baldwin. “However that may be,’’ says 
the newspaper, : we have no reason to expect 
any particular influence on our position from 
the meeting of the two Premiers who are still 
Allies. The German Cabinet has = unior- 
tunately gained the conviction that England 
has no intention of abandoning her present 
attitude.” . 

The Vossische Zeitung thinks that M. 
Poincaré’s speeches give the direct impression 
that the French Premier is anxious to treat 
the matter in a dilatory manner, and that the 
German Chancellor, therefore, should not hesi- 
tate to tell M. Poincaré openly that further 
negotiations can only have an object if they 
lead to the goal within an early period. 
““ Germany cannot wait,’ the newspaper 
says. “All those acquainted with the condi- 
tions know that continuance of the payments 
to the Ruhr are simply no longer possible.” 

The Monarchist organ, Areuz Zeitung, 
heads its leading article, “‘ France. Rejects 
Every Understanding,”’ and says that, with- 
out doubt, the French Premier will continue 
his policy of the destruction of Germany with- 
out limitation, and by all the means at his 
disposal, 

The Frankfurter Zeitung remarks that 
another week has been lost. The German 
Government is not to blame, but the German 
people demand a speedy answer to the ques- 
tion—What is going to happen now?

More than five weeks have passed since 
the British Government ‘addressed to the 
French Government a Noteon reparations and 
the Ruhr in which it hinted at the possibility 
of separate action in order to hasten a settle- 
ment which cannot be longer delayed without 
the gravest. consequences to the. recovery of 
trade and the peace of the world. 

In the interval the German mark has de- 
preciated from about 40,000,000 to over 
1,000,000,000 to the 8, 

M. Poincaré’s Sunday speeches are not re 
garded in British official quarters as in any 
way helpful. The hardness of those speeches 
probably. explains the reluctance of diplomatic 
circles to attach excessive importance to the 
forthcoming conversations between the 
Premiers.

THE MOROCCAN PROBLEM. 


In a message from Madrid vesterday. The 
Times Correspondent states:—King Alfonso 
has dissolved the Cortes, and the Marquis de 
Estella is proceeding apace with the task of 
reorganisation. ' To-day further decrees were 
published in the Gazette declaring martial 
law throughout the country and suspending 
the constitutional guarantees, which -would 
correspond in Great Britain to the suspension 
of the Haheas Corpus Act. Thus, “the 
first stage in the revolution from above is 
reached, and a pause must now be* expected 
to allow everybody to take breath and estimate 
what has been upset and the: best means to 
reconstruct the politica] system.

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PASSIVE RESISTANCE COMING TO

Telegraphing from Cologne yesterday The 
Times Correspondent states:—The pessimism 
in Rhenieh political circles seems to have in- 
creased over .the week-end and there is a 
general impression here that the Franco- 
German pourparlers will come to nought.

HAS THE ECONOMIC LIMIT 
BEEN REACHED? 


There was a large gathering in the section 
for economic scienee and statistics, where Sir 
William H. Beveridge, the well-known 
economist, in a presidential address, discussed 
the relations of population and unemployment, 
He pointed out that many, perhaps most, 
educated people were troubled by the fear 
that the limits of population, probably in 
Europe and certainly in Great Britain, had 
been reached, and that a reduction in the rate 
of increase was: an urgent necessity. Two 
reasons that they advanced for this view were 
the enormous volume of unemployment in 
Great Britain, and the pronouncement of Mr. 
Keynes, of Cambridge, who had passed judz- 
nient that Europe’s population was excessive. 

Sir William remarked that unemployment in 
Britain could prove nothing about the world 
as a whole, and that history showed that it 
did not prove over-population even in Britain. 
Germany, by ahigh birth rate, was repairing 
with exceptional speed the human losses cf 
the war, and she certainly had not suffered 
from unemployment. Mr. Keynes wrote:— 
“Before the 18th century mankind enter- 
tained no false hopes. To lay the illusions 
which grew popular at that age’s latter end, 
Malthus disclosed a devil. For half a centurv 
all the various economic writings held that 
devil in clear prospect. For the next half- 
century he was chained up and out of sight. 
Now, perhaps, we have loosened him again, ” 


ANSWER IN THE NEGATIVE. 

Sir William said that the question was 
whether Mr. Kevnes was right to loose that 
devil now upon the public. The answer was 
in the negative. Before the war there was 
nothing to suggest that Europe had reached 
its economic climax. Malthus’s devil, whether 
unchained again or not, could not be found 
where Mr. Keynes professes to find him. 
Malthus, or no Malthus, it was not reasonable 
to expect Britain to keep up for ever the 
speed that marked her start in the industrial 
race. 3 

It was needless to seek in excessive fecundity 
an explanation of her present troubles. ere 
were other reasons enough and to spare. Just 
now they should expect to suffer unexampled 
unemployment. Two exceptional causes of un- 
employment had been added to the normal 
movement of cyclical fluctuation. - One was 
the difficulty of passing from war to peace— 
the difficulty of making swordsmen into plough- 
boys; the process of training and directing 
the new supplies of labour to fit the changing 
needs of industry had been broken by the 
war. The second cause lay in the damage 
done by the war and its aftermath to the 
economic structure of the world. 


NO GROUND FOR ALARM. 
‘An examination of the economic tendencies 
before the war yielded no ground for alarm 
as to the immediate future of mankind, no 


tion was asked, what action should be taken, 
it was difficult to go beyond the trite gene- 
ralities of reconstruction, of peace and trade 
abroad, of efficiency and education.at home. 

‘‘The more completely we can restore the 
economic system under which our people grew; 
the sooner we shall absorb them again in pro- 
ductive labour. Unless we can make the 
world again a vast co-operative commonwealth 
of trade, we shall not find it spacious enough 
or rich enough to demand from these islands 
the special services by which they can sustain 
their teeming population. 

Dr. Marie Stopes said that in Sir William’s 
address the cloven hoof of the economist ap- 
peared. (Laughter.) He confused birth con- 
trol and malthusianism, and apparently forgot 
the physiological facts of life. At the present 
time the nation was spending £100,000.000 a 
year on unemployables, including the mainten- 
ance of diseased, enfeebled persons whom the 
proper use of birth control would have pre- 
vented from ever existing. 

Mr. R. D. Holt (Liverpool) said that at the 
present moment they had too many bad people 
and not enough good people in the. countrv. 
‘Some of you,” he added, “may suggest 
removing some of the least worthy without 
waiting for the tedious methods of birth con- 
trol. (Laughter.) 

Dr. P. Sargant Florence (Cambridge) said 
that Sir William had failed to shake the 
argument that if the increase of population 
could be checked for ten or twenty years 
everybody would better off. 

Sir William Beveridge—If Dr. “Marie 
from being born, why does she publish so 
many books with attractive titles for sale to 
all and sundry?

bona fide Canadian farmer and rancher, and 
the nearest neighbour to the largest rancher 
in Western Canada. 

Professor W. L. Carlyle, a Canadian by 
birth, one of the best known agriculturists 
in the West, was engaged as manager of the 
ranch, and soon after the Prince got back 
home he made arrangements to have some of 
the best stock in the British Isles shipped to 
his new farm. Thoroughbred horses came 
from the Royal stud, and from the King’s 
famous herds of cattle at Sandringham some 
of the best animals were selected. The Duke 
of Westminster, who owris some of the most 
famous flocks of sheep in Europe, sold the 
Prince a number of prize-winning rams and 
ewes, principally of the Shropshire and Hamp- 
shire breed. The first shipment was made up 
of some of the fittest racehorses, percherons, 
Clydesdales, beef and dairy cattle, and sheep 
that it was possible to get in the Uni 
Kingdom. : 

Since the original shipment of live stock 
reached Canada there have been others, the 
latest shipment including the thoroughbred 
racing stallion Will Somers, which was owned 
by the King, and five mares from the same 


estable. 


PRIZE-WINNERS. 

In the last two years stock from the E.P. 
ranch has carried off a number of prizes at 
some of the largest fairs not only in Western 
Canada, but in the Middle Western States. 
Just now a number of the best animals from 
the Prince’s ranch are at the farm of the 
University of Iowa, having been loaned to 
that institution by request for the improve- 
ment of live stock in the State. The E.P. 
ranch has already done a great deal towards

The Prince has a real affection for Canada. 
When he was in Japan last year he visited 
the Peace Exhibition in Tokio, and the first 
thing that caught his eye as he entered the 
building was a large map of Canada. “ Why, 
here's a.” he exclaimed, in a tone of 
delight. ‘‘I have been to all these places,’ 
he said to those gathere near 
him. ‘‘Where’s my ranch?" For 
about twenty minutes lhe studied the 
map closely, particularly the places in 
the district of his ranch. Every town was 
a pleasant memory to him and every district 
a happy reminiscence.

It is a home-like looking place, typical 
of many a rancher’s home in ‘ Sunny 
Alberta.” No doubt it is a striking contrast 
to the paleces Where Edward, Prince of 
Wales, has to spend most of his time. But 
it affords all the essentials of comfort neces- 
sary. It is well furnished, and the bedroom 
window, where the prospective King is to 
sleep, is low enough for him to step out into 
the garden as he did when he was a guest 
of George Lene in 1919. 
When he was there he woke up at about 
5 o'clock one morning, and, donning his 
clothes, stepped out of the window and went 
for a five mile walk unaccompanied. No- 
kody knew anything about it until he went to 
his hostess and a i profusely for 
stepping on a plant in the garden beneath his 
room window.

THE RELEASE OF THE 
PRISONERS. 


MEETINGS IN THE PROVINCES. 


A meeting in Waterford to demand the re- 
lease of the prisoners was addressed by Mrs. 
Brugha, a member of Dail Eireann; Messrs. 
Sean Goulding, Patrick Mulcahy, Joseph 
Connolly, and Professor Wyley. 

At a public meeting, held on the uare, 
Dungarvan, Mrs. Brugha, T.D., asked for all 
the assistance possible in pressing the demand 
for the release of the prisoners. She com- 
mented on the privation that was visible in 
Dublin among the families of the men in 
prison. In some cases there was not a chair 
in the house to sit on, and the children were 
hungry. They wanted peace in the country, 
and this they could not have until the 
prisoners were set free. (Cheers.) | 

Mr. Connery, who was introduced as the 
Consul of the Irish Republie in America, 
asked for a deelaration as to the wishes oí 
the people of Dungarvan. Did they want the 
prisoners released’ (Cries of “Yes ) He 
called upon them to contribute to the support 
of the families of the men in prison. 

Professor Wyley commented on the existing 
Curfew in the town, and went on to show 
how the prisoners were kept in jail against 
the wishes of the people. He maintained the 
prisoners were illegally held in jail, according 
to the decision of Lord Justice Ronan. 

MARYBOROUGH MEETING. 

A resolution demanding the immediate re- 
lease oí all political prisoners, “ including 
those in the six-county area and in Great 
Britain, was passed unanimously at a public 
meeting in Maryborough on ee 

The presiding Chairman (Mr. M. P. Collier, 
Co.C.) said that the detention of the prisoners 
only obstructed the path to peace. 

Mr. Kelly, Dublin, said that in the recent 
élections probably three-fourths of the mem- 
bers whom they elected to reprea-“t them in 
the Government of this country were in prison. 
It was utterly impossible to have any prospect 
of peace or oí love and brotherhood amongst 
the people of Igeland while 75 per cent. of 
their senréemmidlives, who believed in a free 
Ireland, separated from the British Empire, 
were in jail. ({Applause.) They could not re- 
lease those men unless they released the lot. 
TApplause.) On the previous Thursday their 
stalwarts in Mountjoy .were battered with 
batons and the hose was turned on them, 
and they were thrown downstairs, because 
they would not take orders from any but their 
own officials. 

Mr. T, Dunne, Co.C., Offaly, said that since 
he came on the platform he had been told that 
Dan Breen, “the first gunman in Ireland,” 
had been maltreated in Mountjoy. 

Mr. Thomas Tynan, Ballybrittas, said that 
the men would rot in jail before they would 
sign any paper to come out into a slave State. 
His advice to them all would be to go home 
and be citizens under whatever Govern- 
ment might come, and not raise any racket 
against them. ) 

THE COST OF THE PRISONERS. 

At a public meeting in Cavan on Sunday 
a resolution was passed demanding the re- 
lease of all itical prisoners. 

Dr. Con. Murphy, Dublin, described the 
treatment meted out to the priscners as 
scandalous and a disgrace to civilisation. So 
long as the prisoners were kept in and ill- 
treated there would never be peace in ihe 
country. 

Mr. M. Smith said that he estimated that 
the prisoners were costing the cotintry 
£60, a week, and that was too much for 
a country on the verge of bankruptcy. 

Mr. O’Hart (of the English Self-Determina- 
tian Leacue) predicted serious trouble in the 
country if the jail gates were not thrown 


open. 

. TIPPERARY MEN ON THE RUN. 

At a public meeting to urge the release of 
the prisoners in Nenagh on Sunday, the 
Chairman, Mr. William O’Gorman, said that 
90 per cent. of the old Tipperary I.R.A. were 
cither in jail or on the run, and they de- 
manded their release, in the name of the 
Irish nation. 

Mr. James Mitchell, of the Irish Political 
Prisoners’ Release Federation, Dublin, said 
that there would bé no peacd in the country 
until all «he prisonrs were free. Some people 
feared that if the prisoners were released 
they would return to arms; but they need not 
fear that, as Mr. de Valera had given definite 
instructions that there would be no more 
shootings. Constitutional methods would be 
tried to win back for Ireland her full free- 
dom. The jails at the present time were 
ma than they were under British occupa.
